The first 
part of the inspection was to prevent frauds in the 
interior—to put a stop to mixing oats, screenings, 
etc., with wheat ; and the second was to prevent 
buyers from mixing inferior with higher grades, 
and shipping tt to Eastern markets as Chicago 
spring.” The efforts of the Board of Trade in this 
respect have generally been successful. The poor 
quality of last year’s spring wheat crop, however, 
provented a very large amount of it from being 
graded No- 1.

The 
building was modelled aftar obe formerly erected 
by Mr: Mitward @ Covington, Ky.; bat had all 
the improvements which several years occupancy 
ol the other one suggested. as desirable. The di” 
mensions were 100 by 110 feet—the building of 
brick, two stories high, with a stone cellar for 
bulking meat. The upper floor was occupied as a 
slaughter house, the hogs ascending to it by an in- 
clined plane outside the walls, The hanging 
room was sufficient for 2,000 hogs, though the 
greatest number slaughtered in any one day wa® 
1,450 head. On the upper floor were also the ar- 
rangements for cutting up the hogs, accommoda- 
tious being provided for two sets of hands to 
work at the same time. It was calculated that at 
each block seven hundred hogs could be disposed

In the fall of 1834, Mr. Dale slaughtered and 
packed from three to five hundred head of cat- 
tle (we cannot find the exact number) and about 
1400 hogs. They were killed and cut in a peck- 
ing house erected by Messrs. Newberry & Dole 
on the South Branch of the river, near where 
Stowell’s Sup now is. Mr, Dole’ continued 
packing every season up to 1640. 

In looking over Mr. Dole’s books, we find 8 
contract between Newberry & Dole and Dancan 
& Morrison of McLean county, Illinois, for 250 
hogs, at $5.50 net—the hogs to sverage 150 los 
net—and the following conditions were. attach- 
ed: Morrison & Duncan were to receive 10 per Ib 
extra for all they averaged over 150 Ibs, and they 
were to deduct le per Ib for ail they averaged 
under 150—Newberry & Dole not being bound 
te receive them at all unless they everaged 100 
ibe. We also found another contract made in 
1838 between Newberry & Dole end Elbert Dick- 
inson of McLean Co., Lil, for 150 head of cattle 
to be delivered in July, and 200 head to be de- 
livered in October at $290 net—the cattle to 
average 500 lbs net, This firat lot of cattle, we 
are informed, was for the Indian payment, and 
the latter for packing.

No city in the West, or ingeed anywhere in 
the United States out of New York pretends 
to compete with Chicago as a Live Stock 
Market. The stock growing country by which 
we are surrounded, and the facilities which 
Chicago possesses for receiving, pesturing, and 
shipping to New York, Boston, and Philadel- 
phi, attracta hither a large amount of capital 
for investment in cattle and hogs. No city ig 
the United States has a daily cattle market but 
Chicago. Every day the trains from the broad 
and fertile prairies of Lilinois and lowa arrive 
with large numbers of cattle, hogs, and sheep— 
with occasional droves from Texas—which gre 
generally sold as, soon as they arrive, and ship- 
ped East; or, if the owner desires it, they may 
be driven out on/the prajpies to graze and fat- 
ten, while waiting for a more desirable time to 
sell. 


By the tables which follow it will be seen that 
the receipts of beef catile.by railway foot up 
118,151 head, against 48, 68 in 1867 increase 
of 70,627 head in one year. The shipments by 
railway show that we have exported 43,149 head, 
against 25,502 head in 1857. 

The trade in live hogs has also increased to a 
‘great extent during the past year. The receipts 
from Jan. 1, 1868, to Dec. 80, 1858, foot up 
424,112, against 206,902 during 1857. The ship- 
ments.ot live hogs are 143,551, agamst 110,070 
in 1867—showing that we have packed up or 
used up otherwise no less than 270,561 live hogs 
during the year.
